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Mayor tackles toxic air threat to schoolchildren 



MAYOR of London, Sadiq Khan, 
said this week that the first of 50 
air quality audits will take place 
near primary schools in the 
capital’s worst polluted areas. 

East London schools taking part 
in the pilot scheme include St 
Peter’s Catholic Primary in 
Dagenham, William Torbitt 
Primary in Ilford, Oakdale Junior 
in South Woodford and Sybourn 
Primary in Walthamstow. 

The mayor wants audits in every 
school in areas of high pollution. 

Jennette Arnold, London 
Assembly Member for Hackney, 
Waltham Lorest and Islington, 
said: “Air quality can have a long¬ 
term detrimental impact on the 
health of our children. It’s great to 
see the mayor taking genuine steps 


to tackle the impact of toxic air on 
children in Waltham Lorest. 

“We now need the government to 
follow his lead - not least by intro¬ 
ducing a new Clean Air Act and a 
diesel scrappage scheme.” 

The toxic air pilot scheme will be 
funded by £250,000 from the Air 


Quality Lund and conducted by 
global engineering firm WSP. 

The audits - completed by the 
end of 2017 with reports ready by 
March 2018 - will identify tough 
measures to finally begin tackling 
the threat to children’s health 
posed by toxic air. 


Recommendations could include 
moving school entrances and play 
areas away from busy roads, “no 
engine idling” schemes, minimis¬ 
ing emissions from boilers, 
changes to the layout of roads, bar¬ 
rier bushes and guides to walking 
and cycling to school along less 
polluted routes. 

Mr Khan said: “It is shameful 
that children across London are 
breathing in toxic air simply by 
going to and from school. 

“Next month, I will also launch 
my T-charge to rid central London 
of the most polluting vehicles. 

“And before the end of the year I 
will bring extend the Ultra-Low 
Emission Zone.” 

Mr Khan called on Government 
to fully back his initiatives.

DRIVER 
IS JAILED 



PRISON: Faraz Ahmed 


A DRIVER who failed to stop at 
the scene of a collision in Barking 
has been jailed. 

Laraz Ahmed, 27, of Lanshawe 
Avenue, Barking, pleaded guilty to 
causing grievous bodily harm with 
intent on Monday, September 11. 

He was subsequently sentenced to 
eight years’ imprisonment at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court. 

The court heard that at 2pm on 16 
September 2016, the 22-year-old 
victim was walking back from a 
mosque on Victoria Road and 


crossed the road towards Barking 
Town Centre at the junction with 
Lanshawe Avenue. 

At the same time, Ahmed drove a 
white Toyota Auris along Lanshawe 
Avenue when he suddenly saw a 
group of men leave the mosque and 
walk along the pavement. 

He swerved his car in front of a 
bus onto the other side of the road, 
mounted the pavement and hit the 
victim fast enough to send him into 
the air. Ahmed did not stop and 
drove towards Ilford. 


The victim was taken to an east 
London hospital with a dislocated 
shoulder and head injuries. 

He has since been discharged. 

Ahmed fled to Dubai before sur¬ 
rendering himself to police on 28 
October 2016. 

Throughout his interview he gave 
no comment. 

He was bailed to Monday, 27 
March and when his pockets were 
searched before interview, he was 
found to be in possession of 
cannabis. 


He was charged that day with 
causing grievous bodily harm and 
possession of cannabis. 

Det Con Chris Whiston, from the 
East Area Command Unit’s CID, 
said: “Ahmed showed complete dis¬ 
regard for the safety of those walk¬ 
ing along the pavement away from 
the road. 

“His recklessness has caused sig¬ 
nificant damage to the victim as he 
made his way home. 

“He deserves the custodial sen¬ 
tence for this crime.”

PLANS for an £11 million construc¬ 
tion and engineering centre in 
Rainham are set to get the go-ahead. 

A construction, infrastructure skills 
and innovation centre (CISIC) at the 
Havering College campus in New 
Road are recommended for approval 
by planning officers. 

A report to go before a meeting of 
Havering Council’s regulatory ser¬ 
vices committee on September 21, 
said a similar application for the cen¬ 
tre was refused in June after concerns 
about the use of Passive Close as an 
access road. 

The facility has been given career 
college status for construction and 
engineering by the Government. 

The project is funded by Havering 
College and the Greater London 
Authority. Employer partners include 
London and Quadrant, Thomas 
Sinden Construction, Merlin and 
Barking and Dagenham and 
Havering councils. 

On completion of the CISIC, the 
college could take 732 full-time and 
551 part-time students. 

Maria Thompson, college chief 
executive, said: “Working in partner¬ 
ship with the local council and resi¬ 
dents, we want to build a better future 
for Rainham. We are so excited for 
the facility to open and look forward 
to supporting Rainham’s students 
into their future careers in skilled 
construction and engineering.” 
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Green light for 
‘inspirational’ 
£6m Youth Zone 


LONDON’S first Onside Youth Zone 
has been given the green light after 
Barking and Dagenham Council and 
the Greater London Authority 
approved a planning application. 

Building work on the £6million pro¬ 
ject at Parsloes Park - at the comer of 
Gale Street and Porters Avenue, 
Dagenham - will start later this year. 

When it opens in 2018, the Youth 
Zone will offer a wide range of activi¬ 
ties for young people aged between 


eight and 19, and up to 25 for those 
with additional needs, seven days a 
week, including dance, sport, art, 
music, drama, media, employability 
and mentoring programmes. 

Young people in Barking and 
Dagenham, who voted to name the 
Youth Zone “Future” in a branding 
process last year, will pay just 50p per 
visit and £5 a year for membership. 

It is an historic step for the national 
OnSide charity, with Future as its first

London Youth Zone, joining a highly 
successful network of existing centres 
across the north of England and the 
Midlands. 

Future Youth Zone chairman, 
Charles Mindenhall, said: “This is 
fantastic news for the young people of 
Barking and Dagenham, the borough 
as a whole, and for London too. 

“Youth Zones are remarkable places 
that change lives, offering young peo¬ 
ple a safe and inspiring place to spend 


their leisure time. So much hard work 
has gone towards getting us to this 
incredible milestone and everybody is 
extremely excited to see building work 
commence.” 

Barking and Dagenham Council 
leader, Darren Rodwell, added: “We 
have listened to the residents who 
have asked for something for young 
people to do and most importantly 
involved residents and the young peo¬ 
ple themselves in coming up with the 


concept and the name.” 

The council will fund half of the 
£6m project, with both £1.5m con¬ 
tributed by The Jack Petchey 
Foundation and The Queen’s Trust, 
which is paying £200,000 towards the 
annual £lm revenue costs. 

OnSide is committed to raising the 
remainder of the running costs 
through private sector philanthropy, 
local business support and other fun¬ 
ders.

Parking revamp to 
support disabled 


DISABLED residents, carers and older 
people look set to benefit from pro¬ 
posed parking changes. 

Waltham Forest Council has 
announced changes to Traffic 
Management Orders in Controlled 
Parking Zones (CPZs), which are 
designed to support carers disabled dri¬ 
vers and older residents. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, deputy leader and 
member for the environment, said: 
“Residents have raised a number of 
practical ideas and suggestions with me 
over the last 12 months - often through 
extensive social media exchanges - to 
help improve the operation and running 
of our CPZs and smooth out some of 
the often unique and challenging situa¬ 
tions that they encounter. 

“I’m thankful to them for their time 
and constructive contribution toward a 
number of the initiatives in this package 
that we are now proposing. 

“Currently Blue Badge holders have 
to display their badge when parked at 
home to get their free parking entitle¬ 
ment. 

“We know that this situation causes 
those residents great anxiety as Blue 


Badges are a well-known target for 
thieves. The new permit for Blue Badge 
holders will enable them to sleep a little 
easier. 

“Carers who receive DWP Carers 
Allowance will be able to access a free 
resident’s permit for the relevant zone 
that will enable them to make home vis¬ 
its without the hassle of trying to find a 
parking space. 

“It is right that we make parking for 
carers easy so that they can spend as 
much time as possible with those who 
need them most. 

“We will also be increasing the num¬ 
ber of free visitor permits for house¬ 
holds with a resident aged over 60 from 
30 times one hour to 60 times one hour. 

“It’s worth remembering that no other 
London borough makes this offer to its 
older residents. 

“This will help reduce the sense of 
isolation that some older members of 
the community often face. 

“We recognise that some residents 
have to pay for more Visitor Permits 
because of the hours of operation of 
their schemes, due to their proximity to 
transport interchanges, popular visitor 


destinations and places of work. 

“To help those households and to 
encourage drivers to use our virtual 
ticketing system and save printing paper 
permits, we will reduce the paid-for 
time in ten-hour plus CPZs to a maxi¬ 
mum of eight hours if paid for digitally. 

“Having works undertaken on your 
property can often be costly and very 
stressful,” Cllr Loakes added. “We want 
to reduce that cost and stress where we 
can. 

“So we will be introducing a new 
Traders Permit that can be purchased 
for week-long periods and month-long 
periods and combinations of the two 
were work is being carried out on your 
property. This will be cheaper than the 
use of traditional Visitor Permits. 

“We have attempted to balance the 
easing of restrictions for priority groups 
with our duty to tackle air pollution and 
protect the safety of pedestrians and 
cyclists on our roads.”

The Challenge also received fund¬ 
ing for the HeadStart programme, 
which targets people at risk of 
NEET status (not in education, 
training or employment) in Barking 
and Dagenham, Redbridge, 
Havering and Waltham Forest.

BARKING and Dagenham 
Council has called on health 
secretary, Jeremy Hunt, to drop 
plans to downgrade the A&E at 
King George Hospital in 
Goodmayes - which would 
leave one A&E service within 
easy reach of the borough. 

Although the health secretary 
said during the general election 
the hospital would not close “in 
the foreseeable future”, Cllr 
Maureen Worby has said this 
does not go far enough. 

The cabinet member for 
social care and health integra¬ 
tion, said: “While we welcome 
the decision of the health secre¬ 
tary to review the proposed clo¬ 
sure, as one of London’s most 
rapidly growing boroughs we 
need more facilities not less. 

“That is why we are saying 
there is really only one option 


that is to be made - this vital 
accident and emergency 
department must remain open.” 

Cllr Worby was moved to 
speak out after the Mayor of 
London called for more assur¬ 
ances on NHS plans for 
London, after a report by spe¬ 
cialists cast doubt on proposals 
for the capital’s health service. 

The closure of King George 
Hospital’s A&E would leave 
just Queen’s Hospital, in 
Romford, able to provide A&E 
services to such a fast-growing 
community. The next closest 
would is Whipps Cross 
Hospital in Waltham Forest. 

In Barking and Dagenham, 
Havering and Redbridge it is 
estimated that there will be 
around 110,000 extra residents 
by 2025. 

NHS plans for the north east 


London area still commits to 
“improved access to 24/7 emer¬ 
gency care, following reconfig¬ 
uration of King George 
Hospital A&E into an urgent 
care centre.” 

Cllr Worby added: “The 
council cannot be clearer that it 
opposes any plans to close the 
hospital’s A&E and we urge Mr 
Hunt to drop all plans. We will 
be speaking to our colleagues 
in the London Borough of 
Redbridge, who have been 
campaigning against the clo¬ 
sure, to offer our support. 

“Even though Queen’s 
Hospital is slowly improving, 
there’s a long way to go - and 
with a growing population 
there is no real prospect that 
the local area can do without 
King George A&E into the 
future.”
